through the donations of 
alumni, friends, corpora- 
tions and other foundations. 

Although the IS&T 
building itself will not open 
until fall 1999, the college is 
already offering classes and 
degree programs. Until the 
technology park is com- 
pleted, Callahan is located in 
her Omaha office at 8712 W. 
Dodge road, suite 402. 

Callahan’s position will 
focus on external activities. 
She will work with Michael... 
Mulder, dean of IS&T at 
UNO, and James Hendrix, 
dean of IS&T-at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, to coordinate student recruitment, in- 
ternships, fundraising, and bringing the two 
Nebraska colleges together to work as one. 

Callahan said she is excited about her new 
job. “The institute has the potential to be one 
of the nation’s best. It is an incredible opportu- 
nity to be even a small part of such a big ef- 
fort.” 

She said her new role will allow her to con- 
tinue to work closely with Nebraska’s high 
schools. She is looking forward to finding and 
crealing “careers, not jobs, right here in Ne- 
braska,” for students, Callahan said she will like

In an effort to reach beyond the boundaries of the campus, many campus organizations 
devote time to projects designed to improve or give back to the Omaha community. 

UNO’s chapter of Delta Sigma Pi, a professional business fraternity, hopes to increase its 
numbers through public involvement. “We hope that through active community involvement 
and word of mouth, we will be able to attract quality, dedicated individuals who are willing to 
make a commitment not only to the chapter, but to their futures as well,” said Gamma Eta 
President Michelle Trent. 

Plans for February include a Valentine's Day blood drive on campus. Members will also 
participate in Omaha’s Junior Achievement program, to teach elementary children the sig- 
nificance of staying in school. 

Beta Beta Beta, UNO’s biology honor society, plans to host a luncheon each week in 
February to “break down walls between students and faculty, increase communication, and 
to help them learn how to work together with professors for opportunities in the field,” ac-

all that it could with instructions and materi- 
als to discourage any coercive or punilive ac- 
tion. 

The new kit is a home collection kit. It 
comes with a cup for collecting the urine and 
two plastic test tubes with screw-on lids in- 
side a protective plastic pouch and bubble 
wrap. 

At the laboratory, the samples will be 
tested for drugs and go through a chemical 
confirmation test to ensure minimal errors. 
When finished with the sample, the lab sends 
the information to Brown’s new company, 
Personal Hygiene, where the results are no 
more than a phone call away. The test tubes 
which contain the test samples will have iden- 
tifying numbers on them so the users can call 


Kit users will have special lines to call 
and obtain the results. In addition, the pos- 
sibility of error will also be discussed, In- 
formation about treatment programs is 
available if requested. 

“There are always those concerns with 
reliability and accuracy of these types of 
tests,” Walker suid. “The biggest problem 
is the possibility of these tests producing 
false positives, or misidentifying 4 person 
as a drug user who isn’t.” 

Other concerns privacy advocates have 
involve the overall future use of the test 
kit, Walker indicated problems could oc- 
cur if the test is used in the wrong environ- 
ment. In particular, Walker's concerns were 
with school and government testing. 

“Any time there is a mandatory govern-

ment test without individual suspicion, it is wrong. It goes 
against the 4th Amendment, which involves unreasonable 
search and seizure.” he indicated. “For instance, if you or | 
were pulled over without individual suspicion, it would be 
wrong, but if we were swerving all over the road drunk, the 
officer would have the suspicion needed without violating 
our rights.” 

Also noted in earlier reports,the FDA approval for the kit 
came after it held off the distribution of a similar product 
produced by a Georgia-based company, Parents Alert. The 
FDA blocked the distribution of the test because entrepre- 
neur Sunny Cloud did not go through the FDA approval pro- 
cess. The agency warned Cloud the test could not be distrib- 
uted until it could prove the test was accurate and the proce- 
dures for the administration were completely thought through. 
Some, including lawmakers, marked the FDA an overpro- 
tective “nanny state.”

After finishing my exhausting first semester at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, I went home and did something I 
hadn't done in four months—I slept. 

Around 1 p.m. cach day, my lazy self was awakened by 
the comfortable glow of the television and the soap operas 
that graced the screen: shows like “The Young & the Rest- 
less” (like me) and “Sunset Beach,” featuring a lot of guys 
with nice bodies that you don’t normally see so much of in 
‘the wintertime. 

Although I'd never actually watched a soap before, I got 
addicted to them fast. Since I knew little about the plots, 
which in most cases went back to the dawn of time, the 
Internet came to my rescue, 

Guys, don’t stop reading yet. 

Soap operas are not just for women, or people who stay 
at home all day, or even people with TVs. Some soaps now 
exist only on the Web, where they are acted out by beautiful 
people whose pictures are there for you to ogle. And the 
majority of the Web operas and fan sites for iv soaps are 
maintained or designed by men! 

The best site is “Planet Soap” (http://www. primenet.com/ 
(tilde)pIntsoap). 

It doesn’t look like much at first, except for the logo—a 
large revolving Earth with soap bubbles rising from within. 
There are 41 links to daytime soaps (like my “Y&R” and 
“Sunset Beach”) and 12 links to nighttime soaps (like 
“Melrose Place,” “Party of Five” and “Beverly Hills 
90210”). 

The sheer volume of links and related features is what 
makes this site so great. I can even order soap-related mer- 
chandise! It is constantly updated, and promises to be even 
better in the future. 

If watching soaps just isn’t enough, there are newsgroups 
and discussion groups for you on the Internet as well. And 
they're as close as your Netscape browser. 

For example, to get to the Usenet newsgroup 
rec.arts.tv.soups.mise featuring gossip and fan club news 
for a variety of soaps, simply type the URL 
news:rec.arls.tv.soaps.misc without spaces or quotation 
marks, and the newsgroup is at your fingertips. (IF you have 
a different Web browser, check the manual to see if this 
approach will work for you.)

It’s similar to the newsgroup, but you can click on spe- 
cific shows and join in discussions related just to those. Its 
text-only format works the same way as a newsgroup ora | 
bulletin board. 1 

Moving on from sites that focus on the Susan Luccis 
and Tori Spellings of the world, we come to the on-line 
soaps, where cyberdivas like Merritt Craven dwell. If you’re 
new to this, as I was, or don’t like watching a show in the 
middle of its run, the best place to start your explorations is 
http:/home.earthlink.net/(tilde merlin200. This site contains 
little reviews of the popular Web operas, from a male's point 
of view. 

Most of the on-line soaps were started by improv groups. 
Some, like “Grape Jam” (http://www.grapejam.com), seek 
feedback from their viewers to help form upcoming epi- 
sodes, 

For those who prefer to sit back and do nothing, the 
“schizoid Web opera” called “Meanwhile ...” (http:// 
www.meanwhile.com), run by three guys, has three differ- 
ent plots going, with cartoon characters the guys drew them- 
selves, 

Most of the Web operas have pictures (still or real-time) 
so you can visualize the action. One of my favorites is “The 
South End” at http://www.collegefest.com. 

When you visit the site, just click on the large logo (bricks 
on a cityscape background spelling out “The South End”) 
and check out the character biographies. Once you've be- 
come acquainted with Merritt and the other kids matricu- 
lating at Boston University, you can either start at the cur- 
rent episode or go buck to the beginning by looking through 
the archives. 

If you have RealAudio, another Web opera to try is “Toast 
Opera” (www.berksys.com/www/funtour/to.html). 

The format here is the same as it was for the original 
soaps; audio only, like in the days of radio, 

Warning: This is a lot of fun, and can get addictive! 

Making the adjustment back to college life and its dead- 
lines was difficult, but] know my computer’s always there, 
ready to serve up any missed episodes of my favorite on- 
line-only soaps. :

Instead, with a few clicks of the computer mouse, stu- 
dents can find their grades on the Internet. Starting this win- 
ter quarter, the 147-year-old college will stop mailing re- 
port cards, Students can either check their grades in 
cyberspace, or they can place a phone call to the university. 

“It's a convenience to the students,” said Ralph Boren, 
university registrar and director of admissions.

English Speakers of America Unite! 


Youll notice that Pim writing this col- 
umn in English. Okay, sometimes my En- 
glish is a little poor, but Lam a native 
speaker of the language. 

For that matter, so are most of the rest 
of the citizens of this country. They speak 
(some dialect of the American version of) 
English in New York City. They speak it in 
Los Angeles. Even down in Texas they 
speak English — though you wouldn't know it from talking 
to them. (Perhaps we should call that Texonics... only kid- 
ding.) 

What, then, might you ask is the big deal about me writing 
this column in English? Well, 
the big deal is... T don’t have 
to. Even if this were an official 
government column (it has 
been accused before of being 
so) | would not have to write it 
in English. I could, if 1 wrote 
and spoke in the languages, 
write this column in Spanish, 
Mandarin Chinese, Russian, 
Swahili or Arabic. (I actually speak and write just enough

The point is, though, that we have no national language in 
this country. None. Not even my beloved English. 

So, you ask, what's the big deal? Well, that makes us the 
only country in the world without a national language. Some- 
one correct me if Pm wrong, but Pm hard-pressed to think of 
another, In Brazil they speak Portuguese. In Canada, they have 
two national languages (perhaps they stole one of ours), Ene 
glish and French. Every other country in this hemisphere 
speaks some version of Spanish. 

Heck, in this country we speak Spanish. They speak it in 
New York City, Los Angeles and even Texas. In fact, Spanish 
is the second most widely spoken language in the nation. 

So, you ask again, what's the big deal? So what if we’re 
the only country without an official national language? 


Well, it is not a big deal, at least not until some other Jan- 
guage gels officially recognized by the government or if Span- 
ish-speakers start to outnumber English-speakers in certain 
parts of the country. Because that, folks, is when the you- 
know-what will hit the fan. 

You see, I’m not defending English just because it 
is my native language, I'm defending English because 
it is the country’s native language.

Yours were 
original languages of the continent, not the country.) 

We need to make English our national language. 

First, all our laws are written in English. The con- 
stitution, all civil codes and 200 plus years of juris- 
prudence are all written and codified in English. To allow 
another language to even share the limelight with English 
(such as they do in Canada) would mean recognizing a lan- 
guage that has not been a part of that first 200 years of exist- 
ence. Not to mention having more than one national language 
is a royal pain. Just ask any Canadian. 

So why not just replace English with another language 
(say Spanish) if it becomes, numerically, the second language 
of the country? Mostly because the translation of all our laws, 
which people have a hard enough time defining just in En- 
glish, would be an inexact process at best, 

Back in the 1980s, Coca-Cola had a cute litte advertising 
campaign with the catch phrase “Coke adds life!” A very 
catchy phrase, indeed, until someone tried translating it di- 
rectly into Mandarin Chinese where the phrase became “Coke 
brings your ancestors back from the dead!” In addition to a 
truth in advertising lesson, Coke learned a little about the

difficulty in translating into another language. 

Obviously, making something besides English the national. 
language would be troublesome (even though it is certainly 
not an immediate problem), but why go to the trouble of mak- 
ing English our official national language when it is already 
our defacto national language. 

Aside from the fact that when you move to Germany you 
must learn German or when you become a citizen of France 
you must speak French, learning English helps people suc- 
ceed in the United States. Business in this country is con- 
ducted in English. Schools do their teaching in this country 
in English. 

No one is saying that people who come from France should 
not remember their French heritage by keeping alive their 
native tongue. For that matter, no one is saying (at least not in 
this editorial column) that speakers of Ebonics should aban- 
don that language (actually just a dialect of standard English) 
which has been a part of the culture of inner-city blacks. 

But English is the defacto language of this country. People 
who live in this country should understand it. 

In the state of California, a person taking their drivers test 
can take the written portion in any language from English or 
German to Vietnamese or Farsi. Yet the road signs and street 
markers in California (except those in Chinatown) are all 
written in English. It makes you wonder how an Arabic 
speaker gets around in our country. 

So rise up you English speakers. Defend your native tongue 
and call for its immediate adoption as our official national 
language. May I suggest writing to your Congressman... in 
English, of course.

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Harrelson Perfects Flynt’s Character in ‘The People vs. Larry Flynt

There is a scene in “The People vs. Larry 
Flynt” where Woody Harrelson, playing por- 
nographer Larry Flynt, is handcuffed and es- 
corted to prison having been found guilty of 
obscenity. He says to a prying reporter, “Why 
do I have to go to jail to protect your rights?” 

This diminutive, rather banal scene cap- 
tures not only the strange and unique life of 
the Hustler publisher, but also his “heroic” 
battle for free speech. 

From backwoods Kentucky moonshine 
running as a 10-year-old to the 
Cincinnati strip clubs, Flynt § 
and his brother Jimmy i 
(Harrelson’s real-life brother, & 
Brett) operate, Larry is more. 
concerned with profits and: 
getting laid than he is civil lib= 
erties. That is until Larry: 
wants to promote his “girls” 
to stir up business by publish- 
ing an eight page newsletter of erotic pictures 
that would become Hustler magazine. Flynt 
is lambasted by the mainstream Cincinnati 
media and picketed by the religious right as a 
porn peddler. Deemed unworthy of free 
speech protection, he is quickly arrested, tried 
and sentenced to 25 years in prison by, ironi- 
cally, a judge played by the real Larry Flynt. 

This is Flynt’s epiphany: his case matters, 
if he can have his rights taken away from him, 
being the sleaze he is, then anyone can. And 
Flynt becomes an unlikely First Amendment 
crusader. Flynt was not all that concerned with 
free speech as a concept or right until they 
took away his right to publish his magazine. 
Hustler was designed not so much to be a 
competitor with the more conservative Play- 
boy and Penthouse as it was to be a low class 
alternative. He wanted to be sleazy and ob- 
noxious, offensive and risqué, even going so 
far as to argue with a photographer over why 
female genitalia should be included in all 
Hustler centerfolds. Just call him a low-class 


Hugh Heffner breaking taboos of “acceptable 
pornography.” This argument on Flynt’s part 
eventually won his appeal. His battles with 
the courts were just beginning. 

Larry Flynt was and is a complicated man. 
In his interviews and in his autobiography, 
he freely admits to being the sleaziest por- 
nographer there is with no shame, no regret. 
He is what he is: a pornographer. Harrelson 
inhabits that crass, obnoxious, white trash vul- 
nerability perfectly, capturing Flynt’s physi- 
cal nuances and trademark nerve-damaged

wants to make money,

his rights to be sleazy, just don’t call him a 
hero. 

Flynt’s complexity culminates in his over- 
the-top charm, his brilliance at manipulating 
the media, and satirizing and ridiculing ev- 
ery cultural taboo. It isn’t until after his infa- 
mous and still unsolved attempted assassina- 
tion, and his eventual waist-down paralysis, 
that he changed the most. He get more sleazy, 
more anli-establishment, and, if possible, 
more risqué. He’s not so much on a quest for 
respectability as he is on a quest to say and 
publish what he wants. 

Harrelson is the perfect actor to play Flynt 
(rumors were that Bill Murray was the first 
choice). He has a dead-on combination of 
sleazy southern charm, obnoxious charisma, 
and vulnerable little boy in a fight bigger than 
he can contemplate. Courtney Love is fine as 
his drug addled and eventually AIDS-stricken 
wife, Althea. She seems as unsure and vul- 


nerable as her character (but is she acting?). 
Edward Norton as Flynt’s long suffering at- 
torney Alan Isaacman (he is still Flynt’s law- 
yer today) is very good, his goody-goody 
charm a nice contrast to Harrelson’s sleazy 
Flynt. 

Director Milos Forman finds a star, almost 
primai beauty (or is it anti-beauty?) in the raw 
sexuality of pornography, yet he avoids the 
glossy kind of Hollywood “T&A” another 
director, Paul Verhoeven, would not have. 

If “The People vs. Larry Flynt” says one 
thing, it’s that unpopular speech is essential 
to maintain all free speech. That Larry Flynt’s 
right to say Jerry Falwell had 
sexual relations with his 
mother in an outhouse in the 
famous court case, is justas ff

Mavericks’ Climb Continues

The Maverick basketball squad continued their 
climb out of their basement ranking at the North Cen- 
tral Conference battle this weekend, defeating both 
North Dakota State(¢(NDSU) and North Dakota in the 
Fieldhouse. Their victories take them to 4-5 in the 
NCC. 

Mavs Manhandle Bison 

The North Dakota State Bison came rumbling into 
the Fieldhouse Friday night, owners of a 13-3 over- 
all record, and pumped in 18 of 31 shots (58.1 per- 
cent) in the first half. Despite NDSU’s hot shooting, 
however, the Mavs led 48-42 at the half thanks, said 
Mav Head Coach Kevin Lehman, to an advantage at 
the free throw line, and adjustments at halftime. 

“We shot a lot of free throws in the first half," he 
said. ‘We always try to control the foul situation. 
It’s a good feeling when a team shoots that well and 
you're still ahead, because you don’t think they can 
keep on doing it.” 

The Bison could not keep their shooting percent- 
age up in the second half, and the Mavs continued 
making free throws to finish at 24-32 (75 percent) 
from the foul line. The Bison only shot 15 free throws 
all night, making seven. The Mavs outscored the Bi- 
son 46-38 in the second half to win by 14, 94-80. 

“We made some adjustments at halfand took some 
shots away,” Lehman said. 

Brian Piper, the Bison’s leading scorer Friday 
night, went 2-8 in the second half after a 7-8 perfor- 
mance in the first half. As a team, NDSU finished 
with a .438 shooting percentage, while UNO shot 
54.5 percent. 

Fighting Sioux Fall In OT 

The UNO Mavs defeated a second North Dakota 

foe in as many days Saturday night. A crowd of 1250

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fired up the Fieldhouse as UNO used its mastery of the free 
throw line to outlast the University of North Dakota (UND) 
85-79 in an overtime thriller. 

At half time the Mavericks led 40-27 and looked to be 
in control of the game. But a sluggish second half perfor- 
mance allowed North Dakota to climb back into it. 

“I did not feel good at half time. I had a bad feeling,” 
Lehman said. “They (UND) started to get a little momen- 
tum.” ‘ 

UNO stayed in the game by going to the line 49 times 
for 33 points. The Sioux only hit 13 of 18 free throws. 

Hot-handed Charles Box led the Mavericks with 20 
points. Robert Green contributed with 14 of his own and 
Jed the Mavs in rebounding with 14. 

Lehman said his team had to stay in the game despite 
losing the momentum, “Basketball is a game of runs, ebbs, 
and flows,” he said. “You've just got to get your team to- 
gether when that happens. You try to make adjustments to 
get them on and to get their confidence back.” 

Lehman said the Mavs started to miss open shots in the 
second half. “This is what led to a loss of confidence,” he 
said. “We were getting good shots but they just were not 
falling. When you are getting good shots and they are not 
falling in you've just got to keep doing it and eventually 
they will fall in.” 

“We are going to have to be aggressive and be the at- 
tackers,” Lehman told his team before the overtime period. 

The momentum shifted over to the Mavs in overtime, as 
they came out and took control from the outset. Robert 
Green exploded with six points and five rebounds to insure 
a Maverick victory. 

“Robert Green really stepped forward when we needed 
him,” Lehman said. 

The Mavericks, now 11-7 overall, visit St. Cloud State 
and Mankato State next weekend. Mankato State is the cur- 
rent leader in the NCC with a conference record of 7-2.

UNO’s women’s basketball team came 
into the weekend tied for second in the North 
Central Conference (NCC), and Jooking to 
make a move on the top spot against North 
Dakota State (NDSU) on Friday and North 
Dakota (UND) on Saturday. 3 

But instead of surging to the forefront, the 
Lady Mavs now find themselves fighting to 
stay alive after tough losses to the nation’s 
No. | and No. 3-ranked teams. The top-ranked 
NDSU Bison had to come from behind to win 
89-77, and the Fighting Sioux of UND played 
to a 73-57 victory over UNO. 

“I’m really disappointed,” said Lady Mav 
Head Coach Cherri Mankenberg. “I thought 
we could at least get a split this weekend.” 

The Lady Mavs played both teams tough 
going into the final minutes, when they fal- 
tered. 

“It’s really sad because we know we can 
beat them,” said UNO freshman forward Sa- 
rah Larson. 

Lady Mavs Challenge Bison 

Friday night’s game featured the -Lady 
Mavs facing the top-ranked team in the na- 
tion, North Dakota State. The Lady Mavs 
came out aggressively, surging to a 17-9 lead 
on the strength of a red-hot start from UNO 
forward Amy Breen, who accounted for nine 
of the Lady Mav’s first 19 points. 
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The Bison battled back and took the lead 
briefly, halfway through the period, at 20-19. 
But the Lady Mavs played hard, retaking the 
lead and holding it through to the halftime 
break, 39-38, 

Fouls haunted the Lady Mavs during the 
second half, as they sent NDSU to the line 37 
limes, resulting in 27 points for the Bison. 
The Lady Mavs themselves only shot 5 free 
throws all night, converting all of them. 

The second half opened with prolific 
shooting from both teams. Larson came off 
the bench and scored six of her 10 points in 
one 2 minute stretch to give the Lady Mavs a 
61-56 lead with 10 minutes to play. UNO kept 
the lead through the 8-minute mark, but fell 
into a shooting slump to allow NDSU to surge 
ahead. 

The Lady Mavs were outscored 33-16 in 
the final 10 minutes. NDSU also out-re- 
bounded the Lady Mavs 40-27. 

“T felt our kids really rose up to the occa- 
sion in terms of playing NDSU tough,” 
Mankenberg said. 

Breen led the Lady Mavs offensively with 
26 points, while Stacie Kaiser contributed 6 
rebounds and 3 steals. Jacinda VanFossen 
scored 12 before fouling out of the game with 
just over three minutes remaining.

The Lady Mavs had little time to recover from Friday 
night’s defeat, as they had to turn around and face another 
physically tough, ranked opponent on Saturday. The North 
Dakota Fighting Sioux came to the Fieldhouse after losing to 
Northern Colorado on Friday night. 

“T hate it when Northern Colorado beats somebody on a 
Friday night because they come in here mad as heck,” 
Mankenberg said. “But we should have been that way after 
last night.” 

The Lady Mavs started the game with a solid inside game, 
scoring 14 of their first 20 points in the paint. 

“We started off attacking pretty well inside,” Mankenberg 
said. As the game progressed, however, UND began to gain 
the upper hand in the middle. “I just didn’t feel like we at- 
tacked them as much as we should have,” Mankenberg said. 

UNO also had some players get into foul trouble early-on. 
“We just had them on the line (so many times), it was ridicu- 
lous,” Mankenberg said. “They were getting the rebounds, 
and then on the put-backs is where we were getting a lot of 
the fouls.” 

There were 49 fouls called in the game, resulting in two 
players fouling out. VanFossen and Jill Ohm both fouled out 
for UNO. 

“T know it was just a hard game for the players even to

Mankenberg said. 

The Lady Mavs never led in the first half, but kept the 
margin to six points until just before halftime, when the score 
was 37-28.

“Treally felt with three minutes left we still could have a 
run at them.

The Maverick wrestlers went down to Oklahoma and came 
up big, winning the Division II National Showdown Duals Tour- 
nament Saturday by defeating Central Oklahoma (UCO) 25-16 
in the championship match. 

The No, 3-ranked Mavs recorded three pins in the match, 
which marked the first time any Division I] team has defeated 
the Bronchos since UNO did it in 1991. 

The Mavericks won in dramatic fashion. UNO fell behind 
early when Chad Short lost by decision in the opening match, 
but Gil Domally (126 pounds) gave UNO a 6-4 lead when he 
pinned UCO’s Brock Moore. 

Braumon Creighton (134) and Boyce Voorhees (142) each 
lost overtime sudden death decisions, however, and UNO slipped 
to trail 10-6. 

The Mavericks again tied the score at 10-10 when Chris Blair, 
now 24-3, won a major decision over Jodi Marple at 150 pounds. 

* Once again, UCO was able to build a lead when they won the 
next two matches over UNO’s Dan Lovell and John Colling at 
158 and 167 pounds. The score stood at 16-10 in favor of the 
Bronchos, 

Just 45 seconds later, however, Corry Royal recorded his - 
eighth pin of the year. This one came against UCO's Brian 
Edwards at 177 pounds. 

Pat Kelley II! (190) followed with another pin just 1:02 into 
his match with Jerome Adams, his 11th of the year. UNO now 
claimed a 22-16 lead. Heavyweight Jerry Corner finished the 
match with a decision over UCO’s Winterhawk Windchief, to 
make the final 25-16.
